Hemisphere" (Burns-Templer agreement, etc, ). Deletion 
of all, or virtually all, of the above passages would, in the 
staff 0 s opinion, so affect the substance of the paper as to 
render it of little value for exchange purposes. 


2 * Conclusion, If the Board feels that it should refrain 
from making recommendations regarding deletions such as those 
referred to above, on the ground that they involve primarily 
questions of policy rather than intelligence, the staff would see no
